Consumers and businesses across the 
nation are increasingly pessimistic about the 
economy as they wait to sec signs of 
rccovcry,_according to dozens of Interviews 
with industry leaders, economists, owners of 
small firms and shoppers. 

In a suburban Philadelphia electronics 
store, customers enter, write down the prices, 
and then leave to comparison shop elsewhere. 
In Georgia, applications for food stamps arc 
. up 47 percent in three years. 


' '"A California financial planner said: “From 
this point on, wc’II have to live life a little 
more realistically. The prospects for 
businesses turning around any time in the 
next quarter arc not very positive." 

Across the nation, thcrejs an increasing 
realization that thc~A me ri cari'ccbnpmy Is on' 
a treadmill and has been for a long tiftie. 

For 27 consecutive months the economy 
has grown cither very little or not at all, the 
longest period of stagnation since at least 
1947. .

"We've had 2tf years of very modest or no 
growth.

Jerome mom carries fight to keep 
handicapped kids active in society

JEROME - When Alex Nickels started 
school in Jerome seven years ago, he was 
ushered into a spccinl class in the 
basement of the school, a room reserved 
for children with handicaps. 

Today, 12-ycar-old Alex, who wus 
diagnosed with autism when he was 5, is 
in the same class with all the other kids his 
age, plays the same playground games and 
goes to the same Scout meetings. 

His turnabout is due mainly to the 
tireless efforts of his mother, Cheryl, to 
insist her son be treated as part of what she 
calls “the real world." 

Now, Cheryl is being awarded national 
attention ns one of only five recipients of 
the 1991 Distinguished Parent Awnrd 
presented by The Association for Persons 
with Severe Handicaps (TASH). 

. A mother of six, Cheryl won the 
prestigious award for her crusading efforts, 
not only on behalf of her. own autistic 
child, bur for the rights of other 
handicapped children, as well. 

Aflcr Alex was diagnosed as moderately 
autistic by doctors at UCLA medical 
center, Cheryl determined to educate 
herself on the problems autistic children 
face.

She studied education laws and 
ascertained the best instructional practices 
for children with disabilities. She decided 
not to let old fears and prcdudiccs stop 
Alex from having as normal a life ns 
possible. "Fifteen years ago, schools put 
all the special kids in one class,” Nickels 
says. "They thought they couldn't function 
in the mainstream. In time, they found that 
in some ways, that was very limiting." 

And Cheryl was not willing to limit 
Alex. So she brought the Jerome school 
board, which Cheryl says was extremely 
resistant, over to the idea of mainstreaming 
Alex. 

“It took six months of pressure before 
they were willing to try,” Cheryl snys. 
"They were afraid the other kids wouldn't 
respond to him. They didn’t feel he could 
be educated there or function there." 


But after threatening a due process 
hearing, Cheryl got the board to agree to 
put Alex in with the other students, using 
special materials, activities and strategics 
Cheryl had developed for his use. 

"Studies showed that kids with autism 
needed to be moved out of the 
handicapped classes," Cheryl says. 
"Relating with other children is a 
signiflgant factor in their social 
development.” 

Cheryl didn’t stop with educating the 
school board-about autistic children. She 
went into Alex’s classroom and talked 
with the children about autism - what to 
expect from Alex, how to play with him, 
how to touch him and communicate with 
him. 

Cheryl says Alex’s life now is not much 
different from the lives of his friends. He 
has pals come over to play after school, 
and is involved in scouting and church 
activities. 1 

"When he was first diagnosed, they told 
me he’d never have any friends,” Cheryl • 
recalls. “That was one of the things thut hit 
me like a ton of bricks. No one wants their 
kid to grow up. without friends." 

"Today, he has several close friends- 
normal, plain friendships,’ that don’t have

His victory had been a foregone 
conclusion since early October, when top 
leaders of the Liberal Democrats switched 
support from Prime Minister Toshiki Knifu 
to Miyazawa, who has held most important 
Cabinet posts in a 40-year career. 

Kaifu was an obscure politician when he 
was chosen to lead the party two years ago 
after senior politicians — including 
Miyazawa, who was then finance minister 
— were tainted by an influence-buying 
scandal. But Kaifu never managed to build 
his own power base. 

Tlic choice of Miyazawa through power- 
brokering among the party’s five factions 
drew sharp criticism from the news media 
for putting important decisions for the 
country in back rooms. The public showed 
litjlc interest in a wceklong campaign by 
Miyazawa and two other candidates. 

Miyaznwn is likely to give Japan a 
stronger voice internationally. He spenks 
fluent English and is known ns nn expert _ 
policy-maker with a good graspy-rot 
economics. 

At a news conference immediately after 
the party’s vote, a grinning Miyazawa 
stressed the importance of relations with the 
United States. "The United States and Japan 
have similar values and arc two nations with 
great responsibility to the world,” he said. 
“U.S.-Japan relations have been the basis for 
our diplomacy.” 

One of his first tasks as prime minister 
will be playing host to President Bush, who 
will briefly visit Japan in a month. 
Miyazawa said he wanted to issue a joint 
declaration detailing how the two nations 
could promote world peace.

She and husband Alfred 
formed the Idaho Autism 
Association, which is a source of 
information and support for parents 
of autistic children in Idaho. 

As part of the IAA, Cheryl has 
taught parents how to mainstream 
their children and put more emphasis 
on friendships and social interaction. 

“I have been told by parents that 
‘Alex is our model’/’ wrote Dr. H. 
Michael Day in his letter nominating 
Cheryl for the Distinguished Parent 
Award. “Because of Mrs. Nickels, 
expectations about what children 
with autism can learn huve been 
raised." 

“She has directly and positively 
changed how children with autism in 
Idaho arc served." Day told the 
nominating committee. "But most 
importantly, she has the capacity and 
the desire to reach out to other 
children and their families, helping 
them to fulfill their dreams." 

Cheryl will travel to Washington 
D.C. next month to receive the 
award at TASH’s annual conference. 
She says the award is sort of a by 
t product of what she and her family 
have been doing for seven years.

As polls show President Bush to be 
increasingly vulnerable over the 
economy’s weakness, both the White 
House and Democrats in Congress 
have scrambled to focus on the issue. 
The president’s advisers arc pushing 
for a variety of stimulus packages, and 
congressional leaders arc working 
overtime to propose tax cuts and other 
growth incentives. 

Consumers, who hold the key to the 
economy’s recovery, do not seem to 
feel much belter now than when the 
economy was worse. And people who 
don’t feel good about the future, their 
job security, the value of their house 
or the'prospccts for their children 
don’t want to buy houses, cars or 
much else. So the pessimism feeds on 
itself. 

"Conditions are worse than six 
months ago," said Robert J. Klein, a 
financial planner in New York. 

1 "People arc quite pessimistic. They do 
1 not know who they can trust." 

“Banks and insurance companies 
have lost the public’s confidence," 
Klein said. "There is a serious lack of 
confidence in the, economy. It is like 
the attitudes people had after World 
. War II. They have a depression 


mentality. They expect the worst." 

Ordinarily, as the economy begins 
to recover from a recession, experts 
say. the confidence of consumers 
rises. And it did this lime too. popping 
up after the end of the Persian Gulf 
War. according to the consumer 
confidence index prepared by the 
New York-based Conference Board. 

But then consumer confidence 
started falling again. Jason Bram. an 
economist with the board, said the 
index fell in September as respondents 
expressed pessimism about their 
prospects during the next six months. _ 
The unwillingness of consumers to 
spend money seems to spring from 
concern over job security und the 
general outlook for the economy. 

Not ’surprisingly.’ the cenlcr of the” 
country, which streamlined after 
painful times in the 1980s, appears to 
be doing better than the regions along 
both coasts, which boomed and built 
during the last decade. 

Regional surveys show: 

• Washington. Nowhere is 
consumer and business trepidation 
more apparent than in the Washington 
area, which prospered in the 1980s. 

The problems nationwide arc 
concentrated in real estate, including 
construction, in banking and in retail 
trade. Contributing are federal cuts in 


defense spending. All of those 
industries have heavy concentrations 
in this area. 

• Chicago. In the Midwest, by 
contrast, the sectors hit hardest 
nationwide arc less important to the 
region’s economy than it 
manufacturing, according to Diane C 
Swonk, an economist with First 
Chicago Bank. 

In fact, she said, employment in 
Illinois rose almost I percent during 
the recession. Nationwide.

• Texas. Optimism is said to be 
running moderately high heQc as well, 
because the state's economy has 
improved since the grim times caused 
by falling oil prices in the mid-1980s.

TWIN FALLS - A company that 
markets “living trusts" lias agreed to 
change its wuys in Idaho. 

Security Benefits Inc. recently agreed to 
a variety of conditions after the state 
attorney general's office investigated its 
practices. Security Benefits was holding 
seminars and marketing revocable living 
trusts. 

A living trust is a tool for estate 
plunning. A person can put nil of his or 
her assets into a trust, control how those 
assets are used, but after death those assets 
can usually pass on to heirs without going 
through probate court. 

Although trusts arc used by many 
people; Security Benefit’s methods 
sparked controversy in Idaho, where 
attorneys say probate court is an efficient 
procedure that eliminates the need for 
many living trusts. 

The Washington company didn't admit 
doing anything wrong, but agreed to 
several conditions proposed by the 
attorney general's office. Those conditions 
included contacting customers and 
offering refunds of fees if those fees were 
obtained through misrepresentations. 

“We decided we don’t do that much 
business in Idaho, and chose to go ahead 
with compliance," Security President Zed 
Long said. -

Insulate your pipes; avoid costly damage 


TWIN FALLS - Anyone who has 
awakened on a cold winter morning to find 
a basement full of water knows frozen 
pipes arc n costly mess. 

The Insurance Information Institute 
offers these tips: 

• Cover outside faucets with insulating 
materials, such as newspapers or a towel 
covered by a plastic bag. Turn off inside 


valves that control water to external 
fnuccts. 

• Cover vents or openings in the area 
beneath your house. 

• Leave kitchen and bathroom sink 
cabinets open to allow room heat to reach 
pipes. 

• Don’t turn down the heat too low at 
night or when you're away. This could 
altow water in pipes near an outside wall to 
freeze. 


• When leaving for vacation, turn off the 
water main and open some faucets to 
relieve pressure. This can prevent standing 
water from freezing. 

• If you suspect your pipes arc frozen, 
call a plumber. Don't try to thaw pipes 
yourself, as accidents with blowtorches can 
cause house fires and gas explosions. 

■ Check with your insurance agent to be 
sure damage caused by burst pipes is 
covered. 


Check stoves, 
fireplaces 
for safety

TWIN FALLS - Winter weather 
brings cozy evenings sipping eider on 
the bear rug by the fire, but keeping 
warm can be dangerous without 
proper furnace, fireplace and chimney 
maintenance. 

Walt Roberts, public fire educator 
for the Twin Falls Fire Department, 
recommends having all types of 
heating equipment - gas and oil 
furnaces, wood and pellet stoves, 
fireplaces - serviced every year. 

The service call costs S30-S40 and 
will save money through increased 
efficiency, Roberts said. 

Dirty chimneys are especially 
dangerous, he said. 

Birds and squirrels sometimes make 
nests in chimneys during the summer, 

and creosote buildup is an ever-- 

presenUinzard for wood stove and 
fireplace users. 

Any blockage reduces the amount 
of air that gets to the fire, and hot ash 
can ignite debris in the chimney and 
throw sparks onto the roof, Roberts 
said. 

When wood smoke riscst through 
the chimney, it leaves creosote 
deposits. Slow-burning fires and 
damp wood cause heavier deposits 
than fast, dry blazes, Roberts said. 

The creosote chokes the fire’s 
airway and presents a fire danger. 
Sparks from inside the firebox can 
ignite the creosote, starting a new fire 
inside the chimney, he said. 

"Chimneys aren’t designed to 
handle that kind of heat,” Roberts 
said. Chimneys should be cleaned 
monthly during the wintef, he said. 

If a house fire docs start, either in 
the attic, on the roof or elsewhere, call 
the fire department immediately, - 
Roberts said. 

Much fire damage . could be 
prevented if people would call the fire 
department before trying to extinguish 
blazes themselves, he said. 

Besides the safety advantages of a 
clean chimney, it also can increase 
heat output ns much os to 10 percent, 
according to Dan Slack at Top Hat 
Sweeps in Jerome.- 
Homeowners can do it themselves 
with an inexpensive chimney cleaning 
kit, but elderly people or those living 
in houses with steep roofs may have 
to hire a chimney sweep. 

Slack recommends cheeking the 
mortar and brick for loose joints and 
severe cracks before tossing in that 
first log. Make sure the screen or glass 
and the fire grate arc in good 
condition.

Splashed on a cliff are primitive, 
one-ilinierisioiial drawings of game 
animals along the nigged Middle 
|-ork of the Salmon River, human 
figures, spirits and tally marks like 
an ancient abacus. 

The Indian picuigraphs have en- 
dured for centuries^ but could be 
erased in -just a few" years as. more 
and more visitors ply the river on 
lloat trips. 

"It's a wilderness Louvre. It s a 
direct link to the past that we know 
-tittfe of-.” said-Kco Borcson.-nn ar- 
chaeologist with Archaeological 
ami Historical Services at Eastern 
Washington University. 

She chronicled the remote paint- 
ings bv tracing and photographing 
them in 1974. and is updating her 
research for the' Challis National 
Forest. 

The pictographs are mostly red 
and seem to have been applied by 
hand.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — A 
Mormon Church elder and popular 
inspirational writer has apologized 
for embellishing- --war and. baseball . 
stories that helped propel him into 
the church leadership. 

"I confess that I have not always 
been accurate in my public talks and 
writings," Paul H. Dunn said Satur- 
day in an open teller to the church. 

“Furthermore. I have indulged in 
oilier activities inconsistent with the 
high and sacred office which I have 
held." he said. “For ail of these I feel 
a deep sense of remorse, and ask for- 
giveness of any whom I may have 
offended.” .... . 

Dunn's brief letter was published 
in the Church News, die church’s ol~ 
ficial weekly supplement in the 
church -owned Deseret News. 

Dunn said in the letter the church 
censured him and “placed a heavy 
penalty upon me.” bin he didn't 
specify his inaccuracies or his pun- 
ishment. 

In February, The Arizona Repub- 


lic reported that Dunn made up and 
exaggerated war and baseball sto- 

Mnnv were included in 28 books 
Dunn wrote or" co-wrote and 23' In- - 
spirational cassette tapes he made. 

Dunn’s l>est friend didn’t die in 
his arms in. World War II. nor did 
the longtime member of the church’s 
hierarchy ever play baseball for the 
St. Louis Cardinals, the Republic 
said. 

Dunn. 67, told the newspaper 
those and other stories were not true, 
hut lie defended them as 'necessary 
to illustrate his theological and 
moral points.

If Louisiana were an aberration, a gaudy 
Bamum & Bailey spectacle to stir the cynical 
souls of an H.L. Mencken or A J. Leibling by 
providing satirical material on the American 
scene, today’s political developments in the 
Bayou State would represent only a passing 
sideshow. 

It is not a sidcsfiow. The row and troubling 
messages that Louisiana voters arc sending 
the country reflect extreme currents of public 
discontent spurred by growing unease about

And 
nothing divides and conquers more 
powerfully than race, as the nution was 
unhappily reminded in the Clarence Thomas 
confirmation hearings.

• Third, the politics of “promise ‘cm 
anything but pain” still appeals to voters .

and avoidance of serious action on national 
problems. 

All of these factors have combined 
explosively in Louisiana. There, in the home 
- of the late, great “Kingfish" - Huey (“Every 
Man a King”) Long, America’s champion 
20th century demagogue - the gubernatorial 
candidates of the Republican and Democratic 


Edwin W. Edwards, the Democrat, is nn 
unabashed gambler, womanizer and allz- 
nround public bon vivant who campaigned in 
the past by proclaiming, “Laisscz les bon 
temps roulcr!" ("Let the good times roll.”) 

He did this while bar-hopping through the 
French Quarter and giving interviews in 
which he boasted that the only way he could 
get in trouble with the people was if the 
media found him "in bed with a dead girl or 
live boy." 

Edwards has served three previous terms as 
governor despite being investigated by 14 
grand juries and being tried twice, and 
acquitted twice, on criminal charges of 


racketeering and bribery. 

National Republicans, from President Bush 
down, profess indignation, even outrage, at . 
their party being represented by Duke. This 
racist, they claim, is not really a Republican. 
Their disclaimers ring hollow, considering 
that they come from the same people and 
same party who have exploited racial 
resentment so viciously and successfully in 
elections not only across the South but also 
throughout urban areas of the North. 

As for national Democrats, they don't even 
feign being disturbed because their Louisiana 
ticket is headed by an embarrassing symbol 
of the corrupt past, of good-time party bosses 
who put their own interests ahead of the 
people they are supposed to serve. Democrats 
Ituvc been so beaten down of late, mainly at 
their own hands and by their own ineptitude, 
that they have lost cv2n the capacity for 
indignation. 

In normal times, Louisiana would be mere 
grist for amusing political caricature. These 
arc not normal times. The tensions and fears 
surfacing there arc symptoms of similar 
anxieties across the nation. 

Because economic conditions arc unlikely 
to change appreciably between now and the 
presidential election barely more than a year 
away, those tensions probably will intensify. 

The Louisiana story also is significant 
because it has the ingredients of a familiar 
and volatile American phenomenon: Hard 
times pit group against group and race 
against race, creating conditions ripe for 
demagogues.

INEL not the only concern 

I have seen quite clearly that all the media 
around this area are very much against die 
use of the Idaho National Engineering 
Laboratory for even short-term storage of any 
materials that have been on or around any 
activity that is in any way connected with 
radioactivity, regardless of how minute this 
material's possible dosage might be. 

First I think I should give the main reason 
for my thinking and for the idea that I-may 
have a good basis for my coming statements. - : 

I am a retired staff sergeant of the United ’■ 
States Army, having served in World War II 
(36 months overseas), the Korean Police 
Action (18 months overseas) and various 


other areas at times. I was also at Desert 
Rock, the military equivalent of Mercury, 
Nevada, for the entire Up-Shot Knothole 
scries of tests, 13 in nil. 

This is just to show I am qualified to make 
some statements on the effects of radiation on 
people. 

This series was in 1 953 and was the first 
one that deliberately had troops exposed in 
the near vicinity of the blast. . 

There were others before where some of 
the personnel on board ship wcrc.exposcd but 
not at the close quarters that we were. After 
the meeting, I spoke to some of the personnel 
from the INEL and it was evident that most 
of the material in question was of such a 


minor danger reading that there was no 
danger at all. 

Some of it, especially the rods shipped to 
be reprocessed, was radioactive; but with 
proper handling by trained personnel, it 
would pose no danger. 

The INEL lias the specially trained and 
equipped workforce to handle these very 
satisfactorily. I believe that there would be no 
big exposure to any danger at all. Also, any 
material stored there is under very tight 
watch at all times. ~ 

Rather than be so concerned with this far- 
distant danger, I would suggest to the Snake 
River Alliance that if they arc as concerned 
as they sound, they pursue the present facts 


of danger from the Kirby Dam at Atlanta and 
some of the other streams that arc funncling 
arsenic and heavy metals into our reservoirs 
and therefore into the Snake River Aquifer - 
and have been for God only knows how long. 

Many of our supposedly clear streams arc 
anything but; and I, for one, would like to see 
n good conscientious clcan-up of them. Most 
anyone who makes a habit of camping and 
hunting can name several streams that you 
need to cany water to when in their areas.

Health notes 

EAT YOUR VEGGIES: Arthritis sufferers take 
note: A vegetarian diet can help ease suffering for 
rheumatoid arthritis victims. Norwegian doctors 
report in the British medical journal The Lancet. The 
researchers say dietary treatment can be a useful 
adjunct to — not a substitute for — conventional 
therapy. 

SCOPING APPENDICITIS: Ultrasonography, a 
technique where high-pitched sound waves provide 
an image of organs inside the body, can be useful in 
diagnosing appendicitis and other illnesses. That’s 
especially true in children who frequently complain 
of abdominal pains, according to a new study in the 
Journal of the American Medical Association. 

IN-GENE-IOUS DISCOVERY: Thanks to three 
Eastern Kentucky families, University of Texas 
Health Science Center researchers think they have 
found a gene that causes one foim of a blinding eye 
disease. The discovery could lead to a cure or 
prevention for the "autosomal dominant” form of 
retinitis pigmentosa. The results arc based on 
examinations of more than 300 members of the 
Breeding, Ison and Stamper families in Letcher 
County, Ky., . — many of whom have retinitis 
pigmentosa. 

FAT IN THE FIRE: If you’re worried about your 
weight, cook with vegetable oil rather than animal 
fat. A University of British Columbia dietary study 
shows fat people tend to store animal fats in their 
bodies more readily than people of normal weight. 
The Canadian study, to be published in the 


Philadcphin-bascd journal Metabolism, found that 
obese people bum off plant or vegetable fat at the 
same rate os other people. 

A PRESSURE SITUATION: Sorry, but moderate 
exercise alone docs not appear to lower blood 
pressure enough for it to be a reasonable alternative 
to antihypertensive medicines. So says a new study 
in the Journal of the American Medical Association. 
Previously reported effects of exercise on blood 
pressure may. instead, reflect the benefits of tilings 
that often accompany exercise, such as weight loss 
and better diet, researchers speculate. 

AIDS AND TEENS: Researchers ure surprised 
and alarmed by a sharp increase in AIDS infections 
among poor U.S. teen-agers. A nationwide study and 
a study conducted in Washington that were presented 
at an American Society for Microbiology meeting 
show a dramatic rise in infections with HIV, the 
AIDS vims, during the last year or two. AIDS itself 
is rare among teen-agers, because the infection takes 
several years to produce symptoms. 

LIVING COLOR: How can a doctor tell if your 
baby lias problems with color vision?

Halloween harbors unforeseen dangers 


Halloween heralds the beginning of the 
holiday season. From now until after New Year s 
wc decorate our homes with all types of colon u I 
decorations and plants. Children arc naturally 
attracted to new shiny objects, and since children 
live in a tastc-oricntcd world, whatever they see 
rocs right into their mouths. By proper planning 
and following a few simple tips you could 
prevent a holiday poisoning. 

Halloween is just around the comer. The once 
common practice of X-raying candy is no longer 
done, It gives people a false sense of security as 
’ an X-ray only picks up metul objects. Poisons 
will not be detected with an X-ray. 

The best way to protect children from harm is 
to visually inspect the wrapped candy. lf l the 
wrapper is torn, has a hole in it or : looks re- 
applied the best thing to do is not cat that candy. 
"If in doubt, throw it out." The Candy 

Manufacturers Association, has a toll-free hot 

line for police and poison centers to report 
possible candy tampering. There has not been a 
need to use this number in Idaho for the past 
three years. 

Thanksgiving increases the number ot looti 
poisoning calls to the Idaho Poison Center. 
-Holiday foods, because- of their high cream, and 
sugar content, make an excellent environment for 
food-bom illnesses. Holiday foods ore often left 
' out for long periods of time. “Grazing seems to 
be nil too common in holiday eating. 

There has -been one case of botulism from 
turkey dressing that was improperly cooked. The 
current recommendation is to cook the dressing 
outside the turkey. Remember to keep hot foods 
hot und the cold foods cold. 

The most toxic holiday plant is the mistletoe. 
The most toxic part of mistletoe is the white

berry, followed by the leaves. Most mistletoe 
decorations have white plastic berries. They arc 
safer than the real berries which don’t lastjreiy 
long once picked anyway. It lakes only three of 
the real mistletoe berries to make a very small 
child sick. ------ 

Plastic berries may. cause an airway 
obstruction since they cuiinot be chewed up by_ 
small children. If a child cats a Tew berries be 
sure to 'call your' physician or the Idaho Poison 
Center. 1-800-632-8000. 

Bright red holly berries arc also toxic, but 
recent investigations have not shown the berry to 
be as harmful as once thought. Twenty berries 
arc needed to produce toxic symptoms, although 
four or five berries may cause an upset stomach. 

Poinsettia plants are not nearly as toxic as 
believed, in fact it would lake more than 500 
leaves to poison a small child. There was a death 
attributed to poinsettia in Hawaii in 1918. but 
'investigation proved that it was-not a-true 
poinsettia and other plants were involved. The 
poinsettia plants found in nurseries are a hybrid 
with little toxicity. 

The contents of snow scenes present no 
toxicity to small children who break open the 
container. Salmonella could be present in the 
water and this could cause an upset stomach or 
diatThca if ingested. 

Bubble lights have regained popularity. They 
contain some of the following: alcohol. 


methylene chloride, fliiorinated hydrocarbons 
(Freon) or, cyclopentane. These compounds boil 
at a low temperature. The liquid has a very bitter 
taste and would probably burn a child's mouth if" -- 
tasted. There is a very little amount of liquid in 
the bulb, so unless the entire amount is ingested 
there is usually no problem, other than some 
minor burning or irritation in die nuuiih. 

Many holiday decorations are made from 
plastic and do not pose much of a problem. Be 
aware ofrlic size of the object, this may cause a 
small child to choke. In general, the paints and 
glues used arc of- low. toxicity. . 1 inscl. wreaths, 
boughs ami some ornaments are all made of 
plastic. 

Glass ornaments can cause problems if large 
pieces are swallowed. Usually the glass breaks 
into small pieces, but it can form slurp shards. 
Carefully remove all pieces from the child's 
mouth if he or she get into a broken bulb. The 
best prevention is to place these delicate glass 
ornaments high and secure on the tree. 

Protect your pets this holiday season by not 
giving theni chocolate. Theobromine is an 
ingredient in. chocolate which causes dogs and 
cats to become "hyper" much like four or five 
cups of coffee would to a human Ireing. It can 
cause death if animals eat large amounts. The_ 
theobromine take a long lime to gel out of the 
animal’s system.

Dr. Luc Montagnier told 3,000 
scientists at the recent International 


Biotechnology Expo & Scientific 
Conference. 

Montagnier. of the Pasteur Institute 
in Paris, co-discovercd the AIDS virus 
and has spent nearly six years 
exploring the theory that HIV requires 
a co-factor to produce the ravaging 
immune deficiency of AIDS. 

At the sixth International 
Conference on AIDS in Sun Francisco 
last year, Montagnier suggested that a 


tiny organism called mycoplusm. 
might work with HIV. Other 
researchers also arc investigating the 
theory. 

Mycoplasma, a primitive microbe 
known to cause pneumonia, arthritis 
and spontaneous abortion, is the most 
likely source of second infection, he 
said. Mycoplasmas have been found in 
the blood of AIDS patients. 

Mycoplasmas may prompt the 


immune system to crank out 
substances thal accelerate AIDS 
infection, lie. said. The antibiotic 
tetracycline lias worked against 
mycoplasmas to lessen the deadly 
effect of HIV in animal studies. 

Researchers have been trying to 
learn why the human 
imimmudeticiency virus reproduces 
slowly in some people but swiftly in 
others' — with fatal results.

Abraham, who developed the term PHPD with 
vision expert Ernst Wolf, said the condition is often 
misdiagnosed as schizophrenia, manic-dcprcssion 
or hysterics. He speculated it can be brought on by 
stress, ovcrcxcrcisc or a life crisis. 

Inevitably, he said, patients realizes the condition 
resembles a previous LSD trip; "The patient knows 
what’s going on,” he said. 

While PHPD is not curable. Abraham said it can 
be controlled by a class of drugs called 
benzodiazepin, such as Valium and Librium. 
Victims may then lead relatively normal and 
productive lives, including a few who had been 
hospitalized. j

Why docs LSD have such a long-term effect? 
Abraham said the answer remains unclear, but said 
LSD appears lo inhibit the chemical serotonin, 
which transmits messages in the brain. "What 
happens is the visual system is disrupted so it can t 
say no. It can’t turn itself off," Abraham said.

ATLANTA (AP) - Treatment 
of depression in some elderly 
patients who also suffer from 
memory loss could improve both 
conditions, a psychiatric 

professor reported. 

Researchers from Emory 
University's psychiatry 
department recently studied and 
treated 35 patients with disabling 
depression and cognitive 

disorders, such as memory loss or 
concentration problems. 

Treatment for depression, with 
drugs or electroconvulsive 
therapy, produced improvement 
, in depression and “complete 
reversal of cognitive problems” 
in eight of the 35, said Dr. Alan 
Stoudcmire. director of Emory's 
Medical Psychiatry Unit. 

The findings show the eight 
patients’ cognitive- disowhrs were 

'~j)TolKll)ly _ nirsdiagnosedtostnri 

with, Stoudcmire told reporters at 
a conference of the American 
Medical Association. 

"Depression docs indeed affect 
cognitive abilities,” he said. 
"These were people who had 
been written off completely. 
Severe depression can seriously 
affect an elderly person to the 
point they’re mislabeled with 
Alzheimer’s disease.”

Stoudcmire noted that four of 
the eight whose cognitive 
disorders disappeared were 
treated with electroconvulsive 
therapy, also known as EC I or 
shock therapy. 

“This dispels the myth that 
ECT causes brain damage." he 
said. 

Electroconvulsive therapy, 
once indiscriminately used and 
later disowned in psychiatric - 
circles, remains an effective tool 
in some depression cases, 
according to researchers, 

The rest of the 35 patients 
either improved minimally ,in 
both cognition and depression or 
showed improvement in 
depression but not cognitive 
impairment. 

Those latter patients suffered 
primarily from Alzheimer’s 
- disease; but still had-aivimpioved-- 
quality of life, Stoudcmire said. 

Depression afflicts about 3 
percent. of U S. adults at any 
given time, according to Dr. 
Elliott Riche I son of the 
psychiatry and pharmacology 
departments at the Mayo Clinic 
branch in Jacksonville. Fla. “The 
good news is about 85 percent 
can be treated successfully," he 
said.

The 
FDA usually follows the 
recommendations of its advisory 
panels, which arc composed ol 
outside scientific experts. 

About 8 million Americans suffer 
from intense, disabling headaches 
known as migraines. 


The drug acts differently from 
other migraine treatments that have 
been approved in that it stimulates 
receptors in the walls of blood 
vessels only in the head and neck, 
causing them to conslricl. It is 
dilation of these blood vessels that is 
believed to cause the- pain of 
migraines. ' 

Officials of Glaxo Inc. presented 
the results of studies that showed that 
"about 80 percent of thcncurly-2,000- 
patients who took the drug were 
helped by it. The drug was compared 
with placebos in the studies. 

The studies also showed that 
sumatriptan, also known by its trade 
name Imigran. had fewer side effects 
than other drugs that are used to treat 
migraines, company officials said. 

The most common side effect of 
sumatriptan was pain and redness at 
the injection site, which usually 
lusted less than an hour, said Tony 


Fox. director of cardiovascular 
clinical research at Glaxo Inc. 
Research Institute in Research 
Triangle Park. N.C. 

Less common side effects included 
achiness, tingling and flushing, he 
said. 

A variety of drugs arc available to 
treat- migraines, but many cause 
gastric distress, nausea, vomiting and 
other side effects. 

" Although studies- have- not- shown 
the drug to cause coronary problems, 
this remains a concern since the drug 
acts specifically to constrict blood 
vessels, Leber said. 

The dnig is delivered by injection, 
but the company is developing an 
oral form of the drug. Fox said. 

Patients in the trials either used an 
auto-injection device or visited a 
hospital or clinic where u physician 
administered the injection. Fox said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Should a 
woman six lo nine months pregnanl 
jog? Tlie idea' used to make doclors 
shudder. But. researchers are 
discovering that pregnant women are 
capahte of more than had heen 
expected. 

Exercisers who were fit before they 
became pregnant did not increase their 
risk of late placental complications or 
fetal abnormalities by doing far more 
.than the standard advice, according to., 
research by Dr. Janies F. Clapp III of 
Case Western Reserve University in 
Cleveland. 

There's little evidence that vigorous 
jwei Kl it-bcaring exercise (for instance, 
'■funnirig or aerobic dancing) would 
result in such problems us premature 
labor, according to Clapp, a professor 
of reproductive biology. However, tic 
said, there isn’t enough duta to be sure. 

Clapp found some indications that 

- -endurance exercisers beyond die. Mid- 
week of pregnancy had a tendency to 
bear lower- weight babies arid that the 
babies tended to be bom early. 

As a rule, either condition can be 
associated with health problems for 
the baby. Clupp said these infants may 
have less fat at birth. 

More important is whether

dedicated exercisers gain too little 
weight — less than 25 or 30 pounds 
— while pregnant, said Dr.Raul Anal, 
a professor of obstetrics and 
gynecology at, the medical school of 
the University of Southern California. 

"They’re known to be so body- 
image conscious that they enter 
pregnancy on inadequate diets, he 
said. 

Artal and Clapp noted possible 
benefits for exercise while pregnanl. 

Clapp reported that infants of 
women who continued to exercise 
during pregnuncy had fewer signs of 
health problems immediately after 
birth than’ did infants of non- 
exercisers. - . 

Artal said women who exercised 
seemed to endure labor better, 
although exercise didn’t shorten labor. 

And a study to be published next 
month indicates that exercise alone 
can control diabetes in women who 


develop it as a result of being 
pregnant, he said. This could keep 
such women from having to take 
insulin; he sai'd. 

Current standard advice, as outlined 
by the American College of Sports 
Medicine and the Amcricart College of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists, slays 
on the conservative side. Both 
recommend ho more than moderate 
exercise. 

"As physicians, wc have an 
obligation to err on the safe side.” said 
Artal, who is developing a revision of 
the ACOG position statement, issued 
in 1985. 

"'•Artal strongly favors moderate 
rather than vigorous exercise for 
pregnant women and suggested that 
exercisers shoot for a level of intensity 
that feels moderate to them. 

The feeling could be a more 
accurate guide than the target heart 
nu c — under 140 beats per minute for

no more than 20 minutes 
ACOG’s policy statement, said Dr. 
Neil Mundsagcr of the University of 
Cincinnati Medical Center. Pregnant 
women’s heart-rates during exercise 
can vary widely, he said. 

Clapp said he reviewed -thc^ 


guidelines under development, and felt 
they were “conservative relative to my 
research experience." 

That’s because ACOG wants any 
proposed revision to be applicable lo 
trained and untrained exercisers alike, 
he said. 

Clapp would prefer separate 
guidelines that could give trained 
women more leeway. 

The doctors said exercise classes for 
• pregnant women may push the women 
too hard or promise them too much. 

The exercise industry has an 
increasing number of such programs, 
said Kathic Davis, executive director 
of the industry group IDEA, The 
Association for Fitness Professionals.. 
Although it has no separate 
certification for leaders of exercise 
classes for pregnant women. IDEA 
follows ACOG guidelines, sbe said. 

Her group feels that, a fit, healthy 
woman cun maintain her normal 
'fitness but should pul off competition 
training, Davis said. A beginner 
should start slowly and increase 
gradually, she said. 

Walking, biking and swimming arc- 
good aerobic exercises, and swimming 
is probably the best for pregnant 
women because it causes the least 
stress, said physical therapist Mary 
DeLancy of Rcston. Va. 

Her pregnancy exercise classes also 
focus floor exercises on strengthening 
muscle groups affected by pregnancy, 
such as those in the buck, abdomen 
and pelvis.

WASHINGTON (AP) - You could 
grow muscles just by toting around nil 
the current books on working out. 
Americans who wunt to improve their 
looks, their health or both have created 
a market of armchair athletes. 

"In the last year and a half, the sales 
for the exercise section have doubled." 
said Carol Gardner, a buyer at Tattered 
Cover Bookstore in Denver, which has 
30 shelves of exercise books. 

Exactly how well exercise books 
sell is hard to .determine. The 
publishing industry is loathe to divulge 
- figures.- B ul ret ui lers say- they ’re seeing .. 
more business. 

"Customers are realizing they are 
not going to lose weight without 
exercising." said Susan Arnold, a 
spokeswoman for Waldenbooks at the 
chain’s headquarters in Stamford, 
Conn. 

"We’re seeing the focus is on fitness 
and burning fat rather than exercising 
or just doing calisthenics." 

Exercise hooks are no strangers to 
best-seller lists, witness Jane Fonda’s 
-Workout Book" in 1984 and Callan 
Pinckney’s "Callunclics" in 1986. 

Joyce Vcdral’s "The Fnl-Burmng 
Workout” is among this year's hits. 
Unlike Fonda and Pinckney, who 
turned their status as fitness gums into 
publishing success. Vedral is a writer 
who said she sold her idea to Warner 
Books based on market conditions. 

“They had been keeping up with the 
times and noticing that a lot of 
■ newspapers were writing about 
workouts," Vedral said. 

"They agreed the lime is right tor 
this book." 

Vedral’ s book, which emphasizes 
weigh: training, grew out of her free- 
lance writing and experience with the 
changes that training made in her 
body, she said. 

Internationally known researchers 
who’ve previously aimed their 


publishing at scientific journals also 
arc getting into the trade. Among them 
is Steven N. Blair, director of 
epidemiology at the Institute for 
Aerobics Research in Dallas. 

Blair is probably best known in 
scientific circles for determining that 
people who change from doing no 
exercise lo doing moderate exercise 
can make a big reduction in their death 
.rate. 

His book. "Living with Exercise, 
shows how to work moderate exercise 
into your lifestyle. 

_ The book, published by_Anicrrcan_ 
Health Publishing Co., is sol'd 
primarily through professional outlets. 
Blair said. 

"It’s not even in the bookstores, 
Blair said. 

"They have an 800 number they tell 
me to publicize.” 

With many books by many people 
of varying levels of expertise on the 
market, it may lie hard to select one. 
Some simple guidelines can help. 

You can look for an authority, 
someone who passes on advice from _ 
authorities, or someone whose work is 
at least endorsed hy an authority. 

One marker that the person being 
quoted knows what lie's talking about 
is that he works for a respected 
research facility, or is at least a 
member of a respected professional 
group such as the American College of 
Spoils Medicine. 

You can see if the exercises 
recommended are in line with 
generally accepted guidelines, such as 
those put out by the ACSM. Programs 
that claim to be able to make you over 
in. say. « workout a week may promise 
more than they can deliver. 

And you cun make sure that the 
•program fits you and your goals, such 
as becoming a good runner, attaining a 
vigorous old age. or having a healthy 
pregnancy.

West took his diamond king and 
shifted belatedly to hearts when 
East played a discouraging dia- 
mond five. (Why should East signal 
high-low when he could not overruf f 
dummy?) The heart shift went to 
dummy's ace. but South wa3 now in 
control. He cashed the four high 
trumps to remove East's fangs and 
then knocked out West's diamond 
ace. A second heart’ lead removed 
South’s last trump, but It didn’t mat- 
ter. South took five trumps, four di- 
amonds and one heart, scoring 10 
tricks. 

It would have been another story 
had West led hearts Instead of tak- 
ing a ‘look at dummy." Hb single- 
ton trump should have alerted him 
to the possibility that East had four 
trumps, and the forcing game would 
have prevailed. 

Dummy's heart acc is attacked at 
trick one. and West retains the tem- 
po In diamonds. South must now 
lose the lead In diamonds twice; 
each time he docs, he is forced to 
ruH a heart. The net result is that he 
cannot retain control, and South's 
maximum take Is only nine tricks.
